The hiffory of CiuDaL ACHMET. 


"THE great concourf> of foreigners 

whorefort to London on vartous af- 
fairs, joined to the liberty of England, 
which permits all manner of perfons who 
conform to its laws m other refpects, to 
follow their own private purfuits, and to 
live juft in what manner they think pro- 
pcr, renders the inhabitants in general lets 
curious about the arrival and fojourn of 
ftrangers amongft them, than thofe of 
any other country. The fingular circum- 
ftances of the following biftory, which 
are literally true, are ftriking proois of 
this obfervation. 

In the year 1724, a gentleman fre- 
quented the Royal Exchange, 4 ho called 
himfelf Mr Herby; and pafling for 4 
Turky merchant, took a large country- 
houfe, about three miles from London, 
in a retired place, (in the neighbourhood 
of Chelfea), where he conftantly refidec, 
and fearce ever made his appearance 
abroad, except on Change, and at the 
cofleehoufes in the neighbourhood, where 
his chief intercourfe feemed to be with 
foreign Jews, and it was imagined to 
on the fubject of exchange ai money. He 
embellifhed his feat with every decora 
tion of art and nature, fparing no coft . 
pains upon it : but fo fecret was he wit 
refpect to the internal affairs of his hoa 
hold, that no perfon out of doors knew 
the manner of life he led for fome yeas 
as he did not vifit any neighbour, ® 
was chicfly waited on by Turkith tt 
vants he had brought with him to F.ng- 
land. His gardener, his cook, his few" 
ard, and, in fhort, alithe domeftics wor 
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to be familiar in the houfe, were Turks ; 
and the few Englith fervants he employ- 
ed, were lodged in out-houfes, and had 
certain bounds which they durft not pafs 
on pain of being difmiffed ; and fo ami- 
able was his charaéter as a good matter, 
that none of them chofe to difobey him ; 
in fhort, his liberality acquired him the 
reputation of being immenfely rich, 

The only remarkable circumftance that 
tranfpired, was his keeping a number of 
miftrefies; but as there was the flrictett 
order and decorum obferved, none of 
them ever appearing abroad to give of- 
fence to the neighbourhood, and that he 
had engaged all the lower people about 
him in his intereft by his generefity, no 
notice was taken of it, and he was fuftered 
to enjoy his private pleatures without any 
molelation whatever; nor was it till af- 
ter his death that the public was informed 
of the adventures we are now to relate. 

From tie time of his fettling in the 
country, he had formed the refolution of 
having a feraglio in the fame manner as if 
he had lived at Conftantinople ; and with 
this view he took no thought about the 
birth or accomplifhments of his miftreffes, 
but chofe them as they pleafed his eye, 
and poflefled perfonal charms calculated 
to gratify his fenfual inclinations. His 
frit prize was a very handfome femp- 
itreis, to whom he had given fome work ; 
and forming an acquaintance with her by 
tlefe means, he at length feduced her by 
preicnts to conient to live with him. The 
_ pains he took to make her fituation 
lappy, Could not prevent her expreiling 
ome uneafinefs at leading fo folitary a 
lite, which in a fhort time made her en- 
ter into Mr Herby’s views of forming his 
lcraglio for the iakeof company. ‘The 
lear of dividing his affections had lefs 
Power over her than the chagrin of being 
debarred from all female fociety. She 
therefore confented to write to three 
young girls of her acquaintance, inviting 
them to pay her a vifit; and fhe gave 
them fuch an advantageous account of 
her fituation, as could not fail to excite 
their curiofity ; — which was heightened 
Y another circumftance: They were 
told in the letter, that the fervant, who 
Was the bearer, would attend them on 
any day they fhould appoint, with her 
Coach, to conductthem to her; butthat, 
for particular reafons, fhe was obliged to 
conceal from them the names of perfons, 
or any defcription of the place of her re- 
kdence, After a fhort coulultation, the 
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defire of feeing their old acquaintance, 
whom they had given over, conceiving 
fhe had met with fome fatal accident, 
joined to the enchanting account fhe had 
given of herfelt, engaged them to con- 
fent, and in a few days Mr Herby’s fer- 
vant conducted them fate in his coach to 
his houfe. Great preparations had been 
made for their reception; all the apart- 
ments were thrown open; the moft coft- 
ly furniture was difplayed; jewels, and 
valuable curiofities, were carelefsly pla- 
ced in the different rooms, and every 
art made ule of that could ferve to con- 
vey the idea of immenie riches. ‘The 
fempftreis herfelf was dreficd magnit- 
cently, and teemed to be covered with 
diamonds, The three girls, who perhaps 
had never feen any thing finer than their 
fhops, were thunderflruck: envy, it is 
probable, fucceeded to admiration; and 
doubilefs they fecretly curfed their own 
hard fortune. But the fempftrets did not 
futicr them to igive Way lo thete refleec- 
tions longer than was neceflary for their 
defgn. After a fuperb entertainment, at 
which fhe prefided, and during the courfe 
of which, Mr Herby treated her with 
every mark of affection, and then with 
uncommon politene/s purpofely witi- 
drew, ihe told the girls — that ihe fheuld 
be very happy if they would confent to 
be partners with her in her good fortune; 
that fhe had fent for them with that 
view; and that they had only to fignity 
their affent to become as abfolite mi- 
ftreffes of the houfe, and al) the riches 
they faw in it, as herielf. She then ex- 
patiated on the amiable qualitics of Mr 
Herby, whoin fact was a well-made gen- 
tecl man. At this inftant he returned, 
enforcing the lady’s arguments by a thou- 
fand civilities, and fome rich pretents: he 
made them promife to take the firft op- 
portunity of eloping from their friends, 
and fent them back under the conduct of 
the jame fervant, who was provided with 
money, and ordered to attend their or- 
ders til their flight was accomphihed. 
By-fuch fort of firatagems he gained 
in the end eight more and he made 
their bondage fo agreeable, that they 
wifhed it might never end. It may be 
imagined, he muft be very rich to be able 
to hupport the expences of fuch an extra- 
yagant houfehaid, for he was now become 
the father of twelve girls; but behdes 
this, he was <bliged to provide for their 
relations, owing to a very lingular acei- 
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One of his miftreffes grew extremely 
uneaty in her retreat; and fuch was the 
eencrofily of his temper, that he could 

t hear to fee any of them unhappy :— 
fhe told him, the could not fupport lite 
ary longer, without fecing her father and 
mother, whom the knew mutt be incon- 
folable for her abience. She urged this 
matter with tuch prcfiing int 
tears, that as he durit not let her go 
home to them, he at laft refolved to fend

have an undoubted claim to a full and 
circumftantial information with refpect 
to the defign itfelf, and the meatures 
whereby the promoters of it mean to 
efiect their purpofe. 

It is now pretty generally known, that 
aplan has been fome months in agita- 
tion, to petition parliament for relicf in 
the matter of fubfcription to the Thirty- 
nine Articles and Liturgy of the church 
of England; and that mectings have 
been held in London, to contuit upon 
the methods of obtaining fuch relief. 

Upon the firit general meeting, at the 
Feathers tavern in the Strand, on the a7th 
ot halt July, it was agreed, that the tol- 
bond of aflociation fhould be 
liened by the perfons there prefent. 

‘ We whole names are hereunto fub- 
fcribed, do profefs, that the intent of 
our prefent meeting is, to obtain redrefs 
inthe matter of fubfeription to the Li- 
turey and Thirty-nine Articles of the 
church of England; and that we pur- 
pote, by every legal and juft methed, to 
promote the faid end.” 

This declaration was accordingly fub- 
fcribed by feveral gentlemen of the three 
proichhons of Divinity, Civil Law, and 
Phyfic ; and immediately after the fol- 
lowing refolutions were unanimoully a- 
greed to. ’ 

“1,'Thatthe method of petitioning par- 
lament is judged a legal and juft method 
of promoting the aforementioned end. 

2. That a committee of eleven gentle- 
Men (then named) be appointed to draw 
up a petition, in order to be fubmitted 
to the fenfe of the next general meeting. 

3. ‘That the 25th of September next be 
appointed for a fecond general meeting, 
to contider the petition which fhall then 
be prefented to them by the faid com: 
mittee.” 

At this fecond general meeting, the 
petition, which had been previoully pre- 
parca by the committee, was twice read, 
unammoutly approved of, and imme- 
Gatcly figned by the gentlemen then 
prefent. 

The affociated members are fenfible, 
that the publication of this petition 
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with the nature and whole extent of their 
purpofe; but they are reftrained from 
giving this proof of the candour and mo- 
deration of their proceedings, by the 
confideration of the impropriety and in 
decency which would attend the publi- 
cation of iuch petition, previous to its 
prefentment to that Honourable Houfe 
from which they folicit relief. 

The following fummary view, how- 
ever, of their plan and intentions, is fub- 
mitted to the confideration of every 
fricnd to religious liberty and the gotpel.

r. Becaufe they apprehend, that the 
liberty of judging for themfelves, with 
re 1p ctto the fenfe of fi ripture, is one 
of thofe poffeflions which they have 2a 
right to enjoy as members of a Prote!tant 
filate;—a poflefiion which the firft and 
moft vencrable of our Reformers claimed 
as the unalienable property of Chriftians, 
in oppofition to the tyranny and biyotry 
of Rome ;—a privilege which cannot 
with juftice be circumicribed by any ju- 
rifdiction vpon earth, by whatever names 
fich jurifdiction 1s diftinguithed or de- 
fined. 

2. Becaufe they are in their confci- 
encce3 perfuaded, and the rcquifttion of 
fuch fubfcription very powerfully ob- 
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ferihed? and are they not anfwerable, 
each tor himfelt, for fuch folemn attetta- 
trons The y have, they are account- 
able.—The refult then is plain,--they 
muftcaretully try thom by their true teft, 
the ferry ures, and act trom conviction.

An inhabitant refuted 
payment, and the proper officer profecu- 
ted him in the court of common pleas, 
where Mr Iracl Wilkes, one of the jud- 
ges, fhewed more trac patriotifm in op- 
pofing the opinion of the time-ferving 
chief yuftice, and defending the rights of 
the uatural-born fubjects, than Ins bro- 
ther Mr John Wilkes ever did, or ever 
will exhibit; and a young counfecllor, 
Mr Arthur Piggott, ditcovered greater 
talents, more dfinterefted zeal for his 
country, and as great a knowledge of its 
conftituuon, as onr famous Serjeant 
Glynn. What was the confequence ? 
The jury nobly acquitted the houte-keep- 
er who had refufed paying the tax* ; and 
the worthy Governor Meivill being now 
returned to his government, the natural- 
born fubjects of the ifland drew up the 
following petition for a diffoiution of the 
aflembly. Gov, Melvill, with a truly 
laudable concern for the liberties of the 
people, granted their prayer, diffolved 
the aflembly, and having refigned a go- 
vernment, in which Lord H gh 
would not permit him to a& on contti- 
tutional principles, — my laft advices fay, 
he has fet fail for England.

SHEWETH, - 
fo De the prefent affembly of this |- 
fand firft met on the 16th day of 

February 1769, and have been from 

thence continued, by divers prorogé 

tions, to the prefent time. Me 
‘Phat there is no example inthis ifland, 
vhere legiflative powers have fo long 
been veited in one fet of men. Hitherto 
the power of chufing reprefentatives hi 
devolved annually to the people; who 
have thereby had opportunities frequent 
ly given them of exercifing their inheres 
rights, and of confirming or reprobattt 
their former choice, as the conduct . 
their reprefentatives might deterve + ‘s 
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in the prefent inftance, that neceffary 
privilege hath been long with-held from 
them; and as your petitioners are juftly 
jealous of fuch a precedent as the longer 
continuance of the prefent affembly may 
hereafter be confidered to be, and are 
highly anxious to reftore the former cu- 
fiom of an annual call of reprefentatives, 
and thereby to enjoy a conftitution e- 
qually free, in that particular, with the 
conftitutions eftablithed in feveral of the 
neighbouring iflands, your petitioners, 
ufing the common right of Britifh fub- 
jects, the exercife of which is fecured to 
them by the common and ftatute laws 
of the realm of England, prefume to 
reprefent to your Excellency, that they 
now think it highly neceffary that a pe- 
riod fhould be put to the duration of 
the prefent aflembly, and they do there- 
fore petition your Excellency for its dif- 
folution, 

But over and above this general and 
important reafon, alone neceffary, as 
your petitioners humbly apprehend, to 
efect the diffolution of the prefent at- 
fembly, your petitioners are forry to fay, 
th at they are ftimulated to this applica- 
tion by divers other weighty confidera- 
tions, arifing from the prefent critical, 
and even melancholy fituation of the 
public affairs of this colony. The writs 
ifued by his Honour Lt-Gov, Fitzmau- 
rice, then commanding in chief in this 
land, by virtue of which the prefent 
allembly was called, authorifed three of 
his Majefty’s new Roman-Catholic fub- 
jects to be returned into that houfe ; and 
accordingly that number of his Majetfty’s 
faid fubjects were received into the af- 
fembly, and have compofed a part of that 
body, 

Your petitioners need not recapitulate 
to your Excellency the train of difagree- 
able confequences which have followed 
this meafure, as they ave well known, 
and have obliged your Excellency to 
keep the afiembly in a conftant ftate of 
Prorogation now for the fpace of four- 
teen months, or thereabouts, by which 
means the ufe of a legal aflembly, though 
never more needful, hath been lolt to 
the inhabitants of this colony. 

Your Excellency cannot put have 
heard, that fu prevalent were the doubts 
of the legality of the prefent affembly in 
the minds of the inhabitants of this co- 
lony, as to encourage the inflitution of 


feveral fuits in his Majefiy’s court of 


common pleas, againft the deputy pro-

vott-marfhal of this ifland, for levies by 
him made under the authority of an act 
pafled by the prefent affembly ; and the 
determination lately had in the court of 
common pleas, againft the faid deputy 
provoit-marihal, upon the ouly one of 
thofe caufes which hath yet been brought 
to trial, hath fo flrongly confirmed thofe 
doubts, was fo highly acceptable to the 
inhabitants, and gave fuch general joy, 
that your petitioners have great reafon 
to believe, that no act of the prefent af- 
fembly, legiflative or judicial, will hence- 
forth be fubmitted to. 

That in fuch a fituation, your petition- 
ers conceive that it will be highly i iInCX- 
pedient, and even dangerous, to permit 
the prefent allembly to continue longer 
by a prorogation, which leaves the pof- 
libility of their being eallcd together. 

Your Excellency will be pleafed to 
take into your confideration the prefent 
flate of the court-act ; the importance of 
that act, as well to the merchants of 
London, as to the inhabitants of this 
iand; and how neceflary it is to the 
public faith and credit of the colony, that 
it fhould cither remain or be re-enacted 
by an aflembly whole authority ts fub- 
mitted to. Whillt, therctore, the pre- 
fent affembly continues, the inhabitants 
of the ifland can have no affurance ot the 
continuance of that act, (without which 
their property would be infecure), as it 
will expire at the firft meeting of the 
counci] and afiembly ; and it is at all 
times in the power of the commander in 
chief to fummon thofe bodics to meet. 
Prorogations can now no longer be ne- 
ceffary, becaute they only could have 
been made in the hope that the former 
doubts would have been difpelled. Cou- 
firmed as thofe doubts now feem to be, a 
diffolution of the prefent afiembly can a- 
lone quict the minds of his Majelly’s 
faithful fubjects in this colony. 

Reflecting upon the unhappy and fa- 
tal confequences which may happen, if 
the affembly, in the present difpoliuon 
of the people not to fubmit to their au- 
thority, fhould be led at any future 
meeting to take vindictive meafures a- 
gaint perfons who have already sage 
ed, ar may hereafter contend, againtt

produce a variety, and feeming duforder, 
all events, and the equal ways of God 
will be obfcured by the unequal ways of 
men,” 

Though this learned writer has not 
fuggefted many new and uncommon ob- 
fervaiions on the fubjeéts which he has 
ditcufled in thefe diflertations and dii- 
courfes; though he has, tor the mof 
part, only fupported commonly-received 
Opinions 5 yet we have read his book 
With fatisfaction and pleafure. A ftrain 
of candour, modetiy, and good fenle, 
runs through his whole performance. He 
thinks deeply, reafons coolly and clofely, 
and appears to have propofed the noblett 
ot all ends, the advancement of God's 
honour, and the ditcovery of religious 
truth, as his ultimate defire. C.

Neuva in Arragon, inthe year rsog. He 
was bred to the profe!fion of phyfic ; but 
areftlefs and fceptical turn of mind im- 
pelling him to engage in difguifitions con- 
cerning the moft intricate points of theo- 
logy, he adopted various heretical opi- 
nions; for which, ou the profecution of 
the famous reformer Calvin, he was 
burnt at Geneva, the 27th of . October 
1553: A memorable inftance of the reli- 
gious enthufiaim and ferocity of the age 
in which he lived. 

The doctrines maintained by Servetus 
were chiefly thofe of Arius and Spinofa. 
He had, however, fome dogmas pecu- 
liar to himielf, but expreficd in fuch a 
dark and unintelligible manner, that 
fearce any idea of them can be formed. 
He ftrenuoufly impugned the doctrine of 
the Trinity, which he compared to Cer- 
berus. Concerning the perfon of Jcfus 
Chrift, he fays, that the only Son of 
Gad had not properly exifted before that 
Jefus was born of the Virgin Mary. Ac- 
cording to him, the Word, which was 
nothing elie than the wifdom of God, 
was not the Son of God; but in this 
Word there was found the reprefentation 
orimage ef Chritt, which was afterwards 
to exit. 

It is evident from many paflages in the 
works of Servetus, that he believed God 
and the univeric to be the fame; yet, 
whilft he feems never to have queftioned 
the exiftence of matter, he affcéted te 
maintain that God is incorporgal and in- 
viible. So flagrantly inconfiltent were 
the notions of thisinnovator! ‘The tol- 
lowing anecdote, which is related by 
Calvin, affords a lively deieription of 
what paffed at the trial, on this fubiect, 
between the reformer and the heretic.

were taken prifoners. An immente 
booty, ten colours, and fourteen pieces 
of cannon, fell into the hands of the con- 
querors; who, in purfuing the reft of 
the enemy’s army, which was routed, 
took thirty more pieces of cannon, and 
obliged 2000 men to lay down their 
arms, and furrender themfelves prifoners 
of war. The confequence of this victory 
was, the retaking of Giurgewo, which 
the Ruffians took poffeffion of the 4th 
inft. where they found a great quantity 
ofcannon, and feveral magazines well 
flocked.”

In an old quarto edition of Stowe's 
Chronicle, black print, are the following 
remarks. ‘“ A. D. 1339. An. Reg. 13 
Edw. 3d. A fodaine inundation of wa- 
ter at Newcaftle upon Tine bare downe 
a piece of the towne wall, a fix pearches 
in length, neere to a place call’d Wall 
crew, where 120 men and women were 
drowned ;” and for his authority quotes 
Rich. South. — And in a folio edition ot 
the fame book, with additions, and a 
continuation by Howes, in St Nicholas’s 
library here, the fame accident is thus 
related. ‘In the latter end of A. D. 1338. 
An. Reg. 12 Fdw. 3d. the firft daye of 
the Affumption of our Lady, a fuddaine 
inundation of water at Newcaftell upon 
Tine furmounted the wall, and bare 
downe a peece of the Towne wall of fix 
perches in length neere to a place called 
Wallknew, where 160 men and leaven 
chaplains and women were drowned; 
and for his authority quotes both Rich. 
South, and a book in Lib. S. Mane 
Ebor.—— The firft day of the Aflump 
tion of our Lady is the r5th of Augult; 
and with regard to the diltercnce of 6at 
and number of the drowned, it may 
owing to an error in the prefs, the o“

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But the moft extraordinary devaftation 
occafioned by thefe floods was the erup- 
tion of Solway mofs in Cumberland.— 
For the better underftanding of which, 
we fhall firft give a defcription and 
draught of the fpot of ground which 
was the fcene of this remarkable event. 

Along the fide of the Efk there is a 
vale, about a mile broad, lefs or more 
in different places, almoft a dead plain, 
allowing for fome inconfiderable inequa- 
lities upon the furface. It is bounded 
on the fouth-eaft by the river Efk, and 
and on the north-weft by a fteep bank, 


thirty feet in height above the level of 


the vale. From the top of the bank the 
ground rifes in an eafy afcent for about a 
quarter of a mile, where it is terminated 
by the mofs; which extends about two 
miles north and fouth, and about a mile 
and an half eaft and weft, and is bound- 
ed on the north-weft fide by the Sark. 
It is probable, that the folid ground from 
the top of the bank above the vale, is 
continued in the fame direétion under 
the mofs for a confiderable fpace ; for 
the mofs at the place where the eruption 
happened, appears inclined towards the 
floping ground. From the edge of the 
mofs at A [fee the plate], there was a 
gully, or hollow, called by the country- 
people the gap, and faid to be thirty 
yards deep where it entered the vale ; 
down which ran a fmall rill of water, 
which was often dry in fummer, having 
no fupply but what filtered from the 
mofs. Another rill, running from the 
north, which, after entering the gap, 
difcharged ittelfinto the Efk below Lang- 
town, being now obftruéted in its courfe 
by the mud, is formed into a loch near 
the gap. The eruption happened at the 
head of the gap.—The moft diflinct ac- 
count of this eruption that we have feen, 
is a letter figned J. S. and dated, Solway 
Flow, Dec. 13. viz. 

“Sir, Curiofity led me to Solway 
mofs.—As fome circumftances ftruck me 
in a different light from other people, 
could not help communicating my obfer- 
vations to the public. 

The original mofs, which contains a- 
bout 1400 acres, Was raifed above al! the 
circumjacent grounds, in fome places 
three feet, and in others as many yards. 

he furface of it in fummer, was gene- 

rally fo firm and dry, that people could 
fafely walk over the whole of it, and in 
fome places it could even bear horfes ; 
but in winter, even foot-paffengers durtt

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venture only upon the fkirts of it. It is 
evident from a number of concurring 
circumftances, that for many years it has 
been gradually increafing in height, 
though not fpreading in breadth or length, 
fo as to cover more ground, — On Satur- 
day, Nov, 16. about ten or eleven at 
night, when all the neighbouring rivers 
and brooks were prodigioufly fwelled by 
the great rains, a large body of the mofs 
was forced, partly by the great fall of 
rain, and partly by fome fprings below 
it, into a fmall beck or burn, which run 
within a few yards of its border, to the 
fouth-eaft. By the unitedpreffure of the 
water behind it, and of this beck, which 
was then very high, !t was carried down 
a narrow glen between two banks about 
thirty feet high, into that wide and {pa- 
cious plain oppofite to Langtown; over 
part of which it immediately fpread 
with great rapidity. The mots continued 
for fome time to fend off confiderable 
quantities ; which being borne along by 
the torrent on the back of the firft great 
body, kept it for many hours in perpe- 
tual motion, and drove it ftill farther on, 
The 17th of November prefented a 
moft melancholy profpect to the mifera- 
ble inhabitants of that country. They 
beheld at leaft 400 acres of rich arable 
land covered with mofs from three to 
twelve and fifteen fect deep. Many of 
them faw their houfes, out of which they 
had narrowly cfeaped the preceding 
night, rendered inacccffible, or tumbled 
into ruins, and their corn, built up in 
ftacks for their winter's provifion, and 
the payment of their rents, floating on 
the furtace of this new mofs. Their lols 
however, though great, 1s not fo conh- 
derable as might have been feared: for 
fome of them, by hazardous contrivan- 
ces, got to their houfes, and, through 
large holes in the roof, conveyed 
their molt vareabie effects to the neigh- 
bourhoed. On! a few cattle, and a 
good deal of cor n, and houfchold furni- 
ture, but no lives are loft. hy is a fingn 
lar inftance of the mercy of Providence, 
that all the inhabitants an fafely 
from this dreadful calamity, which, as it 
happencd in the night-time, might have 
buried them in mud. | 
When the waters fubfided, the mofe 
alfo ceafed to flow; but two pretty con- 
fiderable ftreams continued to run from 
the heart of it, and carricd off iome pie- 
ces of mofly matter to the place — it 
burft. There they joined the beck al- 
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ready mentioned 3 which, with this ad- 
dition, refumed its former channel; and, 
with a little affitance from the people in 
the neighbourhood, made its way to the 
Bik, through the midft of that great body 
of mofs which obftruéted its courfe. 
Thus, in a great meafure drained, the 
new mofs fell feveral feet, when the fair 
weather came in the end of November, 
and fettied in a firmer and more folid 
body on the lands it had over-run. Then 
it was that the poor tenants faved moft 
of their effects. 

it was however again fwelled, and put 

in motion by the rains which fell fome 
weeks after, and which caufed a great 
additional quantity of the original mofs 
defcend with violence, and force it 
vard im fome places within a few vards 
‘Fik.

pence. As it is in fome places five, in 
others near thirty yards deep, it is fub- 
mitted to the learned and ingenious, 
whether by burning the whole of it, it 
might not be made arable fruitful land, 
though the foundation be a mixture of 
gravel and foft fpungy matter?” 

To prevent, or to leffen the damage 
that might be occafioned by any future 
fiow, another gentleman propofes, ¢i- 
ther that its courfe fhould be diverted to 
the river Sark, on the weft fide of the 
mofs, or thata clear paflage fhould be 
made, in its prefent direction, to the n- 
ver Efk; both of which he fays are prac- 
ticable; adding, that if fome fuch me- 
thod be not taken, much more good land 
will be covered by the flow. 

By a litt publithed of the farms covered 
by the mofs, with the rent of each, the 
yearly rent of the whole is 2461. 16s. 
Sterling, all belonging in property to the 
Rev. Mr Graham of Netherby. 

According to one account, the figure 
of the mofs retains fo much of a natural 
appearance, that a ftranger is at a lofs to 
conceive whence all this prodigious mais 
has come. But the people who lived 
near the mouth of the gap, tell, that 
they are fenfible how much the mols has 
fubfided, by objects on the weft fide of 
it, fuch as the planting at Graituey, which 
before were totally intercepted by the 
mofs, being now obvious to their view, 

According to another account, the 
greateft part of the furface of the old 
mofs is {till whole; but the mofs is now 
fo much evacuated, that though former 
ly I vel, the middle of it is like a large 
glen between two hill. 

The immediate caufe of this eruption 
is thought to have been, the late heavy 
rains, efrecially the exceflive fall on the 
day prece ding the night in whi 
pened, which having overcharged the 
fs, and filled and diftended the ca 
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the former management of the perfons 
who had caft their peats in the mofs, that 
its not having broke out fooner is more 
to be wondered at, than its having broke 
out at lait. 

London, Dec. 25. The following 
letter was fent to a gentleman in town, 
from one of the officers who took pofiet- 
fion of Port Egmont. [661.] 

“ Port Egmont, in Faitkland’s I/land, 
Sept. 27.1771. I take the opportun'ty of 
finding this by his Majefty’s fhip Juno, 
to acquaint you of my fate arrival here 
the 13th inflant. On our arrival here, 
we found the Spaniards in poffeffion of 
the place, and their colours flying; fince 
Which it has been delivered up to our 
Commodore in form, agreeable to the 
convention, except the cannon (there 
were but four) and flores, all which they 
have taken away, and fent to Buenos 
Ayres. The climate feems very healthy 
and agreeable. Here is a great plenty of 
wild-fowl, as alfo vegetables, and very 
good. I am told there is good fith in the 
jeafon, and great abundance.” 

The gentleman who favoured the 
printer with the above letter, fays, ** Latt 
night I had one of the officers of the Juno 
with me, who fays, there were no more 
than feventeen men on the ifland, inclu- 
ding the officer; and that all they left 
Was only twelve elm boards and an old 
pump. The boards were placed in the 
ground, to convey the water from the 
pump, fo that they were left for their 
conveniency. The ftores were very con- 
liderable, and muft have coft government 
many thoufand pounds, there being, 
azrecable to the inventory carried by 
Capt. Stott, many hundred bolts of new 
caunon, and feveral fuits of fails, with 
corcage, anchors, cables, and likewile 
mafts, all which are gone.” 

‘© London, Sept. 19. A pair of very 
beautifulbirds, which were brought from 
King George's ifland, in the South feas, 
Were made a prefent of to her Majefty, 
by one Mr Hervey. They are of a bright 
ereen colour, curioully variegated with 
yellow and brown, with red beaks and 
feet; anc are about the fize of a dove. 
They were fent on Friday to Rich- 
mond,”’ 

Amongft the curiofities brought home

** London, Nov. 29. The Lords of the 
Admiralty have purchafed of Mr Ham- 
mond of Hull, two new north-country 
built fhips, from 460 to 350 tons bur- 
then, in order to-fit them for the accom- 
medation of Mr Banks, &c. tor the next 
voyage to the South feas. They are now 
fitting out at Deptford and Woolwich 
yards, and will be ready to fail by next 
March.” 

“© London, Dec. 5. On Friday the two 
[above-mentioned ] fhips, which are in- 
tended for Mr Bank’s fecond voyage round 
the world, were commiflioned, by the 
names of the Drake and Rowlrigh, and the 
commands given to the Capt? Cook and 
Furneaux, At the fame time Mcefl. 
Cooper, Clarke, and Pickergi!!, were ap- 
pointed Licutenants to the Drake.”

“ London, Dec.13. Mr Dunn claims 
to be the firit difcoverer of feas in the 
moon; and obferves, that although fome 
ahronomers have conjectured it, others 
as cminent have denied it to the prefent 
time.—-He gives the following as an ocu- 
lar demonftration thereof.

The cafe is mafly gold finely 
embofied, overlaid with diamonds, tome 
as large as a guinea, and largev, ol the 
fincft luftre; pearls as big as birds eps

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fide, the fruit of which is pearls, and 
leaves of emeralds; two great emeralds 
as big as pears are fixed on the two 
front-pillars; the characters on the dial- 
plate, which are Turkifh, are of dia- 
monds; as are the hands,”

Mr Wilfen objected to particular 
thanks, but exprefled himfelf inclined to 
vote for the mere formality of thanking 
in general terms.
